Carrying Concealed Weapon*. 

The following is the 1st section, of a 
law in relation to carrying concealed 
weapons which has passed the Kentucky 
1 House : 

Section 1. That if any person shall 
hereafter carry any deadly weapoo, other 
than an ordinary pocket knife, and which 
is not carried in defence of himself or 
the State, and not within any of the ex 
ceptions hereinafter specified, ho shall be 
fined, on the first conviction, not lets 
than {25, nor more than $100,. or im 
prisoned in the county jail not less than 
thirty days, nor more than three months, 
one or both; and on any subsequent con- 
viction not less than $100, nor more than 
$500, or not less than two nor more than 
six months' imprisonment, one or both, 
as aforesaid.
